How 
strong these.are, he can’t decide to his 
own satisfaction. 

In spite of the strong faith usually placed 
in Leader Murphy's words, the impression 
ig stronger than ever today that Murphy's 
real purpose in bringing forward Mr. Cleve- 
land at this time is to prepare the way to 
epring George B. McClellan at the‘last mo- 
ment when it becomes apparent that Mr. 
Cleveland will not permit his name to be 
used. There was more McClellan talk to- 
Gay than ever before. 

Mayor McClellan will visit St. Louis at 
the opening of the Exposition. There he 
will meet a large gathering of Democrats, 
of national prominence in the party. 

Next to Murphy's declaration, the most 
Significant fact in politics here, developed 
by the gathering of national Democratic 
committeemen from all parts of the coun- 
try, is the declaration made with practical 
unanimity that the old Bryan issues are 
to be ignored in the new Democratic plat- 
form. 

National Committeeman Thomas Taggart 
and others declared today at the Hoffman 
House that Mr. Bryan, who is to be a dele- 
gate to the convention, will not fight for the 
incorporation in the platform of the 16 to 1 
issue. , 

“Why should we go back and reaffirm 
the iasues of 1800 or 18967"' said Committee- 
man ‘Tageart. “There would ‘be just as 
much sense in going back twonty years 
and feaffirming the platforms of that 
period. The. issues uppermost in 1900 are 
net atthe front this time. Mr. Bryan will 
not insist that the party make a fight on 
this issue again. 

"There will be live issues this time. Tariff 
reform and anti-trust declarations will 
dominate the Democratic platform. Those 
are sufficient with which to win. With a! 
strong platform on those lines and pointing 
to the record of the Republican adminis- 
tration we can win. The platform will be 
one which no conservative man can refuse 


to support.”’ 


“Anti-Trust Man

Norman E. Mack, national committee- 
man, from New York, agreed with Mr. 
Taggart, but declared that an anti-trust 
declaration would be the main plank of the 
platform. 

Daniel J. Campau, 
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national committee- 
man from Michigan, also declared for a 
conservative platform. He is of the opin- 
fon that the Bryan planks will be rele- 
gated to the rear. 

Woodson, national committeeman 
from Kentucky, said that Mr: Bryan would 
be a powerful figure in the convention and 

would have a following which would decide 
the choice of the convention. He does not 
believe, however, that the old issues are to 
be revived. 

J. G@ Johnson, national committeeman 
from Kansas, believes that the Bryan ele- 
ment will control the convention and that 
the platform will be one of opposition to 
the trusts.

HELP AT HAND WHEN HE SANK 
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njured by Striking Girder, He Made Valiant Struggle for 
Life in the River, but Went to His Death 
With Rescuers Near. 


Falling 100 feet from Eads bridge to 
the river and striking an iron girder in 
his descent, Frank Sackman of Ven- 
ice was still alive when he plunged into 
the water and was able to fight valiant- 
ly for his life for a period of four min- 
utes.

The Threatened Passage of the Rus- 
sian Black Sea Squadron Through 
the Dardanelles Into the Mediter- 
ranean, Said to Be Cause of Concen- 
tration. i 

NEW PHASE OF SITUATION 

CAUSES ALARM IN EUROPE 


Confirmations of the Story That Rus- 
sian Torpedo Boats Attempted to 
Destroy the Cruisers Recently Pur- 


chased by Japan at Genoa. 


BERLIN, Jan. 16.—The fact that England 
is concentrating a fleet of over 50 warships 
in the Mediterranean near Port Said cre- 
ates anxiety throughout Europe. 

The reason for this massing of sea 
strength in the Mediterranean is found in 
the report that Russia is negotiating with 
Turkey for the passage of the Czar’s pow- 
erful Black sea fleet through the Bosphorus 
and the Dardaneiles, with the vitw of send- 
ing it to the Yellow sea. 

The passage of the Dardanelles by the 
Russian fleet would be in violation of the 
Berlin treaty. 


on | Cruisers recently bought by Japan 


Prince Takinguki, telegraphing from on 
board the Japanese warship Niasin, says 
that when the Niasin and Kasaga, the two 
from 
Argentine, were being escorted through the 
Mediterranean by nine British warships 
they were approached by two Russian tor- 
pedo boats and that when the latter saw 


the powerful escort they left in haste for 
the harbor of Syracuse. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 44.—The situa- 
tion may, in fact, be summed up as fol- 
lows: 

Japan is dissatisfied with the Russian 
note and returns it for amendment. Ac- 
cording to the declaration of a high of- 
ficial of the foreign office, when the last 
Russian reply was sent to Japan, Russia 
had conceded all she possibly can, and 
while willing to grant small concessions 
to Japan in Corea, she refuses to discuss 
the question of Manchuria. 

Japan insists in pushing the Manchurian 
open door question as a sine qua non, and 
also with equal insistence urging that she 
should have assurances of the integrity of 
Corea and China, to which Russia's con- 
sent is impossible. 

Russia wif] reply in a similar tone and 
will lay her reagons before the powers 
justifying her attitude. 


LONDON,, Jan. 16--The Daily Mail's 
Seoul correspohdent idables an interview 
with M. Pavloff, the Russian minister to 
Corea, who said:

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SIXTY MORE MARINES 
GUARD THE AMERICAN

SEOUL, Corea, Jan. 16.—The jAmerican 
guard at the United States embassy has 
been increased. Sixty additional marines 
arrived here last night and are quartered 
in the city at the electric power company’s 
building. The native press is slightly of- 
fengive to foreign residents, and it is quite 
possible there will yet be trouble with 
Corea. Troops now guard all the foreign 
residences, probably in sufficient numbers 
to keep the natives in check should they 
begin to make trouble. Foreigners cannot 
be considered in danger. A German man- 
of-war has just arrived at Chemulpo. 

A change in the personnel of the govern- 
ment has begun in favor of the Japanesé, 
and as the people have been more angry 


‘with the government than with the for- 
elgners, it is likely that this change will 
completely pacify them. 

The American authorities have taken the 
precaution to provide male escorts for 
women and children of that nationality 
while on the street.

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Charles Brown Follows Former Wife 
to Springfield, Mo., With Ayowed 
Intention of Killing Her. 


Matrimonial complications which have 
existed between CHarles Brown, Oscar 
Lowery and Mrs. Oscar Lowery since last 
June culminated at Springfield, Mo., in the 
attempt of Brown to kill Mrs. Lowery and 
her younger sister-in-law, Mary Lowery 

Mrs. Lowery was formerly Mrs. Brown 
When Brown left her at her home, 822 
South Bighteenth street, last spring, she 
married Oscar Lowery, who had been a 
roomer at their house. 

Brown contended that the separation was 
irregular, and insisted that she was still 
his wife. He and Lowery had many fights 
over the matter, and last July Lowery at- 
tempted to commit suicide with morphine 
at the boarding house of Mrs. Caroline 
Miller, 1504 Washington avenue, where 
Brown and his wife had formerly lived. 

In November Lowery and his wife 
moved to Springfield. Brown followed 
them last Monday night. Friday night 
he sent a note to Mrs. Lowery, and she 
went to the front gate to talk to him. 


Mrs.0OSCAR LOWERY -A 
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Almost before a word had been spoken 
he fired at her, shooting her in the arm. 
As he was running away he met Mary 


| Lowery and shot at her, the ball strik- 


ing her in the face. Neither wound is 
serious. The father of the woman fired 
at Brown, but did not hit him. 

Brown hid fh an alley, where he was 
captured and threats of lynching were 
made. He admits that his visit to 
Springfield was with the intention of 
killing both Mrs. Lowery and her hus- 
band. 

Brown and the woman who was then 
his wife went to live at Mrs. Miller’s 
house ‘in March, 1902. Brown had 
bought her wedding outfit, complete, from 
gloves to slippers, including the bridal 
veil. They went to live on South 
Eighteenth street last March. Mra, Mil- 
ler’s daughter, Miss Louisa Miller, says 
Brown frequently threatened Lowery. 

Brown's relatives are supposed to live 
at Sioux City, Io. He once gave Mrs. 
Miller a letter, signed “M. Tabashreny,” 
dated Sioux City, and asked her to notl- 
fy the writer in the event that any- 
thing ever happened to him. 
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Mrs. Minnie Cummings, fashionably at- 
tired in a black skirt, dark waist, white 
tle, tan cloak, white gloves and a big 
black hat with sweeping plume, started for 
Jefferson City at 7:35 Saturday morning 
to begin serving her ten years’ sentence 
for the murder of her husband, Dennis 
Cummings. 

She, accompanied by a deputy sheriff 
and the matron of the jail, was first of the 
prisoners to reach the station. She went 
from the Four Courts on a street car. and 
was escorted at once to the Missouri Pa- 
cific gate. She referred to her trip as an 
“excursion,’’ and laughed and joked viva- 
clously. 

She laughed again, with her lips curved 
somewhat sccrnfuliy, as the 26 men, black 
and white, and convicted of all erimes 
from murder to larceny, chained and hand- 
cuffed by twos, came clanking along the 
Midway in charge of ten deputy sheriffs.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 16.—The Noord- 
land arrived at her dock at 9 o'clock last 
might. A large crowd of persons. most of 
whom were relatives and friends of those 
on board, was there to greet the disabled 
steamer. 

From statements made by passengers and 
Officers of the Noordland there were some 
very anxious moments while the vessel lay 
helpless in the turbulent sea, although at no 
time was she in real danger of fo: ndering. 

Capt. Roberts said that from the time the 
Noordiand left Liverpool on Thursday, Dec.

The terrific 
gale did not begin to subside until Sunday,

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FORAKER BLAMED FOR 
HANNA PLOT STORIES 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Senator Hanna 
again has said he is not a candidate for 
the Presidential nomination. Hence, the 
wild clamor against his delay in calling the 
national convention is not as vociferous to- 
dav as recently. 

No doubt the stories about activity among 
the Hanna shouters have caused genuine 
uneasiness at the White House. Be that as 
it may, Senator Scott of West Virginia, 
for one, is angry that Senator Hanna should 
have been, even remotely, accused of bad 
faith. 

“It is utterly preposterous to suppose that 
Senator Hanna would do such a thing,’ 
said Senator Scott. 

“Senator Hanna would not play such a 
contemptible trick on even a Democrat 
In a national campaign. He is too good a 
Republican and too fair a fighter to stoop 
to such a practice.”’ 

“Moreover, Supposing that he was cCAap- 
able of such a thing, which is incredible, 
what possible purpose could be accom- 
plished?" 

The national committee at its last meet- 
ing directed that the call for the natigpal 
convention should be issued in the exact 
terms of the call four years ago. Investi- 
gation by friends of Senator Hanna of the 
report that he is withholding the call as 
part of a@ plot’ to steal delegates from 
Roosevelt, seems to show that Senator 
Foraker originated the story.

SCHAFFNER FORGETS CUE 


Delayed Proposing Three Cheers for 
the Kaiser Until After Awk- 
ward Pause. 


BERLIN, Jan.” 16.—The newly-elected 
Prussian diet was opened today by Em- 
peror William, 4s King of Prussia, who 
read the speech from the throne in a full, 
resonant voice, which was heard clearly 
throughout. the spacious white hall of the 


castle. 

The Emperor introduced a ceremonial not 
previously used by him or by his predeces- 
sors at the opening of the diet. He entered 
the hall preceded by two tall heralds wear- 
ing tabards checkered with the royal arms 
and quarterings in white, black- and biue 
and red and gold, one of the heralds bear- 
ing a banner on” which were emblazoned 
the Hohenzollern arms, and the Emperor 
carrying a banner showing the arms of 
Prussia. A long train of princes followed, 
including the Crown Prince Frederick Will- 
iam, Prince Henry of Prussia and Prince

The speech,.which entirely concerned do-
